Opened To 
Public Travel 

Having previously held ai; 
Informal Hearing for the 
opening of Lotus Lane and 
Sturtevant Drive, and having 
at that time called a Hear¬ 
ing on the Eriviranmental 
Impact, .such hearing was 
declared' o,pen by Mayor 
Abemethy. 

The Report having been 
implemented and prepared 
by Bernard P. Westkamper, 
Director of Public Werks 
and his staff was presented 
to the City Ccundl. The Re¬ 
port showed that a Nega¬ 
tive Declaration had been 
declared, prepared and post¬ 
ed at City Hall on May 11. 

After hearing the report 
tlie Staff then presented- the 
“Slope Stabilization Study” 
prepared by Wheeler and 
Gray, Engineers. 

Several alternatives were 
presented relative to costs of 
opening th roads to public 
traffic, and for a 16’ per¬ 
manent stabilized roadway 
with concrete shouler piling 
and precast concrete panels 
plus repaving, the cost 
wcwild be $32,160. 

The City Council then de¬ 
clared that for the safety of 
the people for egress and 
ingress that the roads 
should 'be opened and that 
the neces,sary repairs made 
to c-onstruct a 16 foot wide 
roadway to permit two way 
traffic. The motion to im¬ 
prove also included the .stip¬ 
ulation that it be listed as 
a priorit:/ item during up¬ 
coming budget hearings so 
that the .nece.ssary funds be 
provided for the work. 

Chief Charles Brown spoke 
in favor of repairing and 
opening the road to make it 
accessible to emer g e n c y 
eqdtipment.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July l, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A Hetitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and 'Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can

California taxpayers re¬ 
ported an average adjusted 
gross income of $11,992 on 
ret urns filed for the 1971 
calendar year, according to 
Slate Controller Houston I. 
Flournoy, choinnan ot the 
Franchise Tax Board. Whilf 
this average Income repre¬ 
sents an increase over the 
previous year of $.'52.3, or 4.6 
per cent, the average 
amount of tax per return 
decreased from $280 to $254, 
or by 9..3 per cent. This was 
duo primarily to a special 
20 per cent tax forgiw.mss 
vdiich reduced tax revenue 
hy an average of $42 per re¬ 
turn.

The Red Cro.ss appealed to¬ 
day to San Gabriel Valley 
re.sidenls to contribute to a 
nationwide .drive for funds 
for victims of recent floods 
and tornados in in-any parts 
of the United States. 

Since March 17, Red Croiis 
has provided .shelter tor 
more t'.ian 10,000 iK'rson-s

.'fates, according to Sam D. 
.Simp.son, Ditsa.ster Services 
chairman for the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Branch, American Red 
Cross. 

“The need tor Rod Cross 
emergency aid is expected 
to continiue tor .several more 
weeks,” th r'isa.ster chair¬ 
man .said, “and meanwhile 
there are new fhxjid threats 
along the South Platte River 
in Colorado and Nebraska 
and in pars of Texas, Arkan¬ 
sas and Illinois.

11. QUESTION: What is the cost of tiling and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory tiling tee tor the new 
statement, Inclusive ot mandatory certitication ot 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge tor the tour insertions ot the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 


1. QUESTION: VJfhen does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take ettect? 

ANSWER: It took ettect on July 1, 1971. 


2. QUESTION: Who must tile the required new 
statement ot doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must tile. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 


12. QUESTION; Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons tile and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk tor 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk tor 
filing with the original copies ot the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation ot others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company": or it a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose o-^ the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in et¬ 
tect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realt/ dealing. 


13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when tiling is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change In 
Information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
In the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 ot the 
Financial Code. 


14. QUESTIQN: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma'/ be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTIQN: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 


7. QUESTION: Precisely what Is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

'ills file would be kept for

ticket, jaywalk.s, applies for 
a government job or appears 
fis a witness in court. 

If your child ever does 
get into trouble with the 
law, the judge who will de¬ 
cide between probation and 
i.ncarceratian might have, as 
part of the probation report, 
that your j'oungster was 
clas.sified as a “pre-delin¬ 
quent" back in 1973.
